The front 
of the city was originally a bluff, 
quite above the water's edge some- 
times, and to make the wharf the 
builders had to await low water. 

Many persons of great promin- 
ence visited Paducah by way of the 
big river steamers In the autobiog- 
raphy of James K Polk is the story

OLD LIBRARY IS 
TO BE JUSEUM 

To House Thousands of Arti- 
facts, Over 100 Skeletons; 
New Building to Be Ready 
for Occupancy June, 1931 

With building conditions so favor- 
able, the new library is expected to 
be ready for occupancy next June, 
according to Dr. Frank L. McVey, 
president of the University. When 
the old library is cleared of the 
volumes which now fills it. the 
building will become the museum of 
the anthropology and archaeology 
departments, and will house more 
than 100 .skeletons and thousands 
of art Uacts discovered by Dr W. D. 
Funkhouser and Prof. W S. Webb 
in their trips around the state. 

Zoological specimens will be in- 
cluded in the exhibits. Th#se spec- 
imen.- with hundreds of others in 
the anthropology and archaeology 
department have been kept in Ufa 
Natural Science building and the 
glass cases tilled with the inteiest 
ing exhibits have attracted much 
attention in the past. With all the 
possibilities of proper exhibition in 
then new location, the museum is 
expected to prove a valuable source
